"If I have the gift of prophecy and can fathom all mysteries and all knowledge, and 
if I have a faith that can move mountains, but have not love, then I am nothing." 1 
Corinthians 13:2 

"Have faith in God. I tell you the truth, if anyone says to this mountain, 'Go, 
throw yourself into the sea,' and does not doubt in his heart but believes that what 
he says will happen, it will be done for him." Mark 1 1:22, 23 

Three different kinds of faith: 

1. Special faith 

The gift of faith is the special ability that God gives to certain members of 
the body of Christ to discern with extraordinary confidence the will and 
purpose of God for the future of His work and declare it and act upon it. It is 
given for a particular situation that seems impossible in the eyes of other 
believers that when answered, enhances the growth of many. 

2. Saving faith: 

"For by grace you have been saved, through faith - and this not from 
yourselves, it is the gift of God - not by works, lest anyone should boast." 
Ephesians 2:8, 9 

Principle: Saving faith is faith in the pardon , person and power of Jesus. 

3. Sustaining faith: 

"Though the fig tree does not bud and there are no grapes on the vines, 
though the olive crop fails and the fields produce no food, though there are 
no sheep in the pen and no cattle in the stalls, yet I will rejoice in the Lord, I 
will be joyful in God my Savior. The Sovereign Lord is my strength; he 
makes my feet like the feet of a deer, he enables me to go on the heights." 
Habakkuk3:17, 18, 19 

Principle: Sustaining faith is believing in God even when I don't feel like it. 



The gifts of healing: 

The gift of healings is the special ability that God gives to certain members of the 
body of Christ to serve as human channels through whom it pleases God to cure 
illness and restore health apart from the use of natural means. 

Why are healings beneficial to the body of Christ? 

They bring glory to God, loose the hold of Satan upon people, create an 
atmosphere of faith and draw people into a relationship with God. 

The gift of miracles (miraculous powers): 

The gift of miracles is the special ability that God gives to certain members of the 
body of Christ to serve as human intermediaries through whom it pleases God to 
perform powerful acts that are perceived by observers to have altered the ordinary 
course of nature. 

"I tell you the truth, anyone who has faith in me will do what I have been doing. 
He will do even greater things than these, because I am going to the Father." John 
14:12 

"And these signs shall follow them that believe; in my name they shall cast out 
demons; they will speak in new tongues; they will pick up snakes with their hands; 
and when they drink deadly poison, it will not hurt them at all; they will place their 
hands on sick people and they will get well." Mark 16: 17-20
